The Tennestee Derby ulll be the firit impor- 
tant race for three-year-olde to be decided in 
the resnlar racing campaian of this year. It la 
tme that the Greaeent City Derby at New Or- 
leans will be mn off eeveral weeks earlier, bat 
thia event is jaslly conaidared to belong to the 
season of winter racing at that point. 

The Tennessee Derby was first ran in 1881. It 
was then over the regnlation Derby distance of 
of a mile and a half, as it was in the saceeeding 
two years. For soma reason the event was 
left ant of the Memphis program in 1887, 
1888 and 1889; hot it was re-established in 
U9S, with the distance redaced to a mile 
and an eighth, where it still remains. The 
event was of no great value at first, but the 
present liberal and progressive management 
baa so richly endowed it that it was of the 
vadns of $7,160 to last year’s winner. 
May Hempstead, putting it ahead of every 
stake of the year in the west except 
the Latenia Derby. Ten Strike, a horse of 
ordinary class, was its first winner bat its sec- 
ond renewal was marked by the success of Joe 
Cotton, a horse that snbeeQnently won the Ken- 
tncky Derby and by other exhibitions of speed 
and endurance established bis title to be con- 
sidered one of the best horses of his time. The 
second horse. Freeman, was also a good racer. 
JimOreywon the third Tennessee Derby and 
there are today many admirers of the tborongh- 
bred living in Chicago who can testify as to 
what a emashing good race horse be was. 

Hankins &, Johnson’s Bobespierre, ridden by 
Francis, was the first winner over the shorter 
distance established for the event in 1890, each 
good horses as Blarneystone. Jr. and Verge d’Or 
ran unplaced in this race. Robespierre’s suc- 
cess here bad the effect of making him an even 
money favorite for the Kentncky Derby of that 
year, in which, however, the best he conld do 
was to rnn third to two better horses, Biley 
and Bill Letcher. In 1891 the race fell to 
Secggan Brothers’ Valiera and the next 
year Captain Jim Brown’s Tom Elliott 
and Little Billie ran first and second, defeating 
Mr. Cortigen’s crack Lew Weir. Corrigan tried 
for this stake several times without success. 
Two years later Vassal ran third to Jamboree 
and Bnckrene for him. It was a case of the 
“gloricns nncertainty” of the tnif, for Vassal 
was much the best horse of the three. The closest 
Corrigan came to landing the stake was in 1895, 
when O. B. Morris ran second to the selling 
plater Fandango. This feature of the best horse 
meeting defeat has been frequent in this race, 
due no doubt to the fact that it is run so early 
in the year that many of the contestants have 
net as yet been trained into the condition that 
enables them to show at their best. In a general 
way it wight be correctly said that such horses 
as Jamboree, Fandango, Berclair and Buckvi- 
dere had no right to defeat horses that 
finished behind them in their years, bat 
they did. Lady Inez and Ben Bder, 
who ran second and third to Berclair in 1896 
were, as was afterward fully demonstrated, bet- 
ter racehorses than their then conqueror and it 
is not likely that any one versed in the lore of 
the turf doubts that both Typhoon II. and Algol 
were much superior to the horse Buckvidere 
that defeated them in 1897. However, the best 
horses won in 1898 and 1899, when Lieber Karl 
and May Hempstead ran past the judges in the 
lead.

With such good colts as F. W. Brede, Sam 
Phillips and Greenock eligible John W. Schorr 
&, Son appear to possess a great change for win- 
ning the Tennessee Derby this year, bnt Mark 
Cheek, Thrive, Lamplighted, Flannt, Parmenion, 
Beminder, Florizar and Tbe Unknown may 
offer Btnrdy and poeeibly snccaeafnl eppoaition. 
Tbe name of P. Tomlinaoa A Ce.’a fine Sir 
Dixon colt. The Gocqnerer, appears in tbe list 
of eligibles, bnt it la donbtfnt if be has, under 
American Bacing Rales, tbe right to start in 
any sort of race over a Turf Congresa track, be- 
cause of not having bean named and ragiatered 
aa the rules require. 

EASTERN TW e-TEAR-OL.D8. 

Discussing what are now deemed the most 
prcmisicg two-year-olds entered in the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Clubs stakes for horses of their age 
an eastern turf writer says : 

“As far away ae Monmouth Park, Brookdale, 
Westbnry and Gnttenbnrg the young candidates 
have been looked at and comments for the most 
part regarding their appearance could not bnt 
be favorable, and when tbe embryo racere strip 
for battle at the Brooklyn spring meeting tbs 
sight will be well worth a journey to see. 

“Of tbe borsee quartered at tbe Brooklyn 
track when tbe stakes are to be rnn, Mr. P. J. 
Dwyer baa forr eligibles for the Bedford 
Stskes, and about tbe same number in tbe 
other events named above. The bay gelding 
Madden, by Lissak— Meg Rapture, looks a racy 
sort, is taking slow exercise in tbe open every 
day and ought to race; b. c, Averne, by Albert 
— Zetetic, also a grand looker, ought to do tbe 
stable honor. M. F. Dwyer has seven eligibles 
for tbe Bedford, of which the bay colt by St. 
Leo narde— Glide, and bay celt by the same sire 
from Glen Fairy, are particularly taking; a bay 
colt by Charaxns— Ethia is also worthy of men- 
tion on looke. These, like the racers in hie 
brother’s barn, have enjoyed a fnil amonnt 
of open air exercise all winter and will be 
ready. 

“Engene Leigh, also etabling at the Brooklyn 
course, has a couple of eligibles in tbe Bedford, 
and a handsome brown colt by Bslvidere — 
Virgie D., who has been highly tried, looks the 
more promising of the two. 

“James L. Hellaad’s chestnnt colt Golden 
Prin ce, by Prince of Moi:aco— Casilla, in charge 
of Trainer Ed Steads, is one of tbe handsomest 
and best tried yonngstsrs at the coarse, and is 
tbe fancy of many cf the experts at the track. 
Mr. Holland has a ccnple of other eligibles, bat 
they don’t compare with Golden Prince. 

“A chestnut called Year Grace, by Esher — 
Excellecza, in John H. Carr’s stable, looks one 
that o ngbt to rece. W. L. Kirkpatrick’s chest- 
nnt filly Marie Belton, by St. Leonards— Harp- 
sichord, is one of the handsomest fillies on 
Long Island, and when she etrips for the Man- 
haueet stakes, for which she is entered, she 
sbonld Btana some beating. 

“At Sbeepsbead Bay, where L V. Bell’s offer- 
ings are bonsed, the chestnut colt by Golden 
Garter — Kiss Me Quick, and a colt of tbe same 
eolo r by Himyar— Falicitie, are promising look- 



ing racers, and shcnld do eonre good when tbe 
time comae. They have been jogged in tbs 
open all the winter at the Bheepahead traek 
and on the Brooklyn Bonlevard, and ae tkelr 
trainer, James McCormick, is an expert, they 
look bound to be better than the ‘also rans.’ 
“The black colt by Albert— Snsie Lesley and 
the bay colt by Neweonrt— Malada are E. F. 
Simms’ eligibles for the Bedford and Manban- 
aet. They are a good looking pair and, accord- 
ing to Trainer Hawkina. have beea satisfac- 
torily triad, and will be ready when the time 
eomee. 

“The Tnmey Brothers’ bay colt, by Maaetto— 
Lnln S. ; bay colt by Wanwekna— Hindoogram, 
and handsome bay filly by Wanwekna— Sink, 
are te have a try for the Bedford Btakea. and of 
the trio I lean more toward ths filly on looks 
than te tbe two eolta. 

“Mr, W. C. Whitney baa eight entries for tbe 
Manhanset, which are now quartered at his 
farm near Westbnry, Long Island. They are a 
neat looking lot, have been well tried and are 
bred ae follows; Bay colt, by The Bard— Heel 
and Toe; bay colt, by Lissak— Lady Beysterer; 
chestnut colt, by Lord Ester ling— Welcome; 
brown e^'U, by Belvidera— Elkhom Lass; bay 
colt, by Hanover— Anna Gray: oheetnnt colt, by 
Sleipnar— Cherokee; bay colt, by Kingston— My 
Gyps and bay colt, by Luke Blackburn— Mand 
Ward. The bay colt by Belvidara — Elkhorn 
Lass is hard to beat on locks and he waa hound 
to be the pick of the lot. 

“Qnartered at tbe Brookdale Farm, Mr, James 
B. Keena bee ae an eligible for the Manhanset 
a good-looking bay colt by Chorister — Bell- 
field II., and J. R, A F. P. Keene have a set of 
four entered in tbe eame stake which are de- 
scribed as follows : Cbestnnt colt, by St. Lson- 
arda— Lady Invercanld; bay gelding, by Tour- 
nament-Belle Bose; bay gelding, by Tourna- 
ment— Handmaid, and cbestont gelding, by St. 
Leonards- Prohibition. These were all turned 
out in paddocks when 1 saw them, and they 
were a baudeome lot of young thoroughbreds. 
The chestnut gelding by St. Leonards — Prohibi- 
tion has been highly tried and was most atraet- 
ive to Icok at. 

‘‘At tbe Monmontb Park coarse, where many 
expert trainers have their racers, there are 
several Brooklyn Stoke eligibles which have 
been inspected. Charles Littlefield, Jr., has 
the following: B, c, Rivenook, by Huron — 
Lines; b. c. Satire, by Jnvanal- Sandola, and 
ch. c, Carnation, by Beansey — Miss Belinda. 
These get their exercise regularly over the new 
Monmontb Park course, and look the pars of 
good yonng racers. 

“Starter Matt Byrnes, of the ‘Byrnes Sale 
Stable,’ near Eatontown, will get tbe following 
string ready for the Brooklyn stakes at the 
Monmonth Park coarse : Tammany Chief, ch. 
g, by Iroquois— Great Annie, and Minor Daly, 

b. g, by Matt Byrnes— Tnrqnoise. Tammany 
Chief is an excoptionaliy good looker, and 
ought to sport tbe popular turfman’s colors 
with credit. 

“Smith A Midgely, who stable at tbs old 
conrse, have two good looking eligibles for the 
Brooklyn stakes in their barn— Gray lette, b. 

c. by Jim Gray— Vigilette, and Iky Diddy, b. c, 
by Leonatus— Xalappa. The last named, not- 
withstanding his qneer name, is a neat looker, 
and ought to mn a bit. 

“At Morris Park, A. J. Joyner is training a 
neat looking yoangster called Preegrave, by 
Preston-pans— Katie Fletcher, for the Bedford 
Stakes at Brooklyn. 

“W. L. Oliver’a two-year-old Isaac Hopper, by 
Lndwig — Stambonla, is an eligible for the same 
event and Oliver is enthusiastic over hie clever 
looking racer’s chances.’’ 



THE DUKE’S HOE8ES. 

One of tbe many unexpected resnlts arising 
from the lamented death of the Dnka of West* 
minster is that Mornington Cannon, one of the 
best race riders in tbs United Kingdom, has 
found a new master in the Prince of Wales, 
who has now the first claim upon bia aqnestrian 
aervicea. Every wall-wiaher to tbe tnrf will 
hope that His Royal Highneos will be so fortu- 
nate as shortly to own a race horse of the same 
calibar aa Flying Fox, upon which Momington 
Cannon won tbe three great clasaie raeea in 1899. 
It is more probable, bowever.thattbeKingeelere 
stable will not soon recover from the loai whieli 
it baa anatained in the death of tbe Dnke of 
Westminster, and that Momington Cannon will 
never again serve so sncceesfolly, and justly 
sncoessfol a first master. The dnke wae not 
only the finest judge of horses and of sciantifie 
breeding that tbese islands contained, bnt aa 
aa all-aronnd sportsman he was without a peer 
in tbe world. 

There seems to be a very general opinion 
that Flying Fox will change hande when the 
Btnd of tbe late Dnke of Westminster comes to 
the hammer in March. No denbt a very high 
reset vs will be placed on the son of Orme and 
Tampire, bnt there is always a class of owner 
which covets sneh properties, and we have little 
doubt bnt that £30.000 will be forthcoming. 
Of course, the reserve may bs even higher than 
the sum jnst mentioned, bnt it must be remem- 
bered that tbe horse has no engagements be- 
yond those recently made for him in tbe Epsom 
and Ascot caps, and therefore no great snm ia 
likely to accrue to tbe purchaser. What the 
stud value of sneh a borso may bs it is no easy 
matter to determine. Cyllane has a fall sub- 
scription for two years at 150 gninoas, and we 
think that Flying Fox would fill at a larger fee 
than has bean asked for Mr. Bose’s horse. 
Still, he cenld hardly earn more than £>,000 a 
year, and not more than three or four years 
conld be relied upon. By that time, indeed, ha 
will probably have given evidance of whether 
he is likely to ba a stnd snceess or a failure, 
and his earnings after that time cannot possibly 
ba coanted on now. 

Sbonld he, like Band Or, Ormonde and Orma 
get a great celebrity in his earliast days of stnd 
life, his fntnre wonld bo aasnred; bnt if a 
horse's first two crops of f >als do not prodnea a 
big winner he very quickly declines in public 
favor, and gets few more chances of picked 
mares. That Flying Fox— whether he changes 
hands or not— may ran in tbe Ascot cap is 
what we hope, and nnder any circnmstauces 
we trust he may be kept in training for at least 
another season. Beside the crack, there will be 
plenty of the stnd wbich are well worth baying, 
and, notably, we are told tbat the two-year-olds 
now at Kingsclere are most promising. — London 
Field.
